From Wilmington--Foreign Affairs 
 Forrress Monres, Jan. 14th. 


Navy dispatch: The Steamer Newbern 
has arrived, from off Wilmington, N. C. 
She left the fleet on Monday last, at which 
time the gunboat Iron Age, was grounded 
and under the fire of the rebel land batte- 
ries on the western shore, at the entrance 
of Wilmington Harbor. The Minnesota 
had gone to her assistance, 

Specials te the Tribune, ‘rom Sandusky, 
Ohio, the 13th, report the arrival of Gen. 
Terry and staff, with the first Brigade, 
Third Division 6th army corps and a por- 
tion of the troops crossed the bay on the 
ice, to Johnson’s Island. Some of the rebel 
prisoners have lately manifested consider- 
able boldness in naming the day on which 
they intend to reach Canada. There are 
vague rumors regarding future movements 
of troops, but nothing definite is known. 
_ Forrien News:—A searching enquiry 
into the equipment and departure of the 
Steamer Rappahannock from Chatham, ex- 
honorates the officials; all the mechanics 
and laborers employed on her here, have 
been dismissed. Precautions were taken 
to prevent a similar occurrence. 

The London Times says that the Schles- 
wig Iolstein Question has reached a cri- 
sis, in which the only hope of peace lies 
in the moderation of the great German 
powers and their checking of Holstien agi- 
tutions. 

The Daily News shows Germany that if 
she ever wages war she does so at a great- 
er risk than any other country in Europe. 

The London Post warns the German 
Powers of the responsibility they are in- 
curring, It says: Denmark can retreat 
no further, and if German troops attempt 
to cross the Eider, it will be an act of war 
and the Danish Govn’'t. must resist. The 
Post says, the British Cabinet has warned 
the Dict against a departure from the 
treaty of 1852. 

The Day Bladt denounces the attitude 
of England and Russia, and says, Den- 
mark appears to have no choice but war. 
Report says, England urges Denmark to 
sacrifice Schleswig and receive compensa- 
tion in Holstein. 

The Paris Pays denies that Maximillian 
hesitates about accepting the Mexican 
Crown. The Paris Correspondent of the 
London Herald, says the Arch Duke per- 
sists in declining; that French troops will 
be replaced by the Foreign Legion and a 
Republican form of Government be re- 
tained.
